Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

Claims 1-44 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Girardot et al . USP No, 6,325,565 Bl . 

Girardot et al disclose antiperspirant or deodorant 
applicators for applying and distributing a wide variety of 
antiperspirant or deodorant products. Girardot further discloses 
that said applicators are used for liquid deodorant and 
antiperspirant compositions more specifically for liquid contact 
applicators and porous dome applicators. Note Figures 1-8. This 
enables the user to applies the deodorant or antiperspirant 
compositions at an angle or 90° or less. In column 11, lines 55-65 
Girardot further discloses that the antiperspirant active in from 
0.5% to about 60% of the composition. In column 15, lines 45-50 
Girardot further discloses that alcohols are present but in amounts 
from 0.1% to about 25%. This meets applicant's limitation of 
substantially alcohol free. In column 18, lines 1-10 the reference 
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further discloses that water is also present in amounts from 10% to 
about 75% by weight of the composition. In column 19, lines 40-50 
Girardot further discloses that the composition may be in the form 
of an emulsion. In column 19, lines 5-35 Girardot further discloses 
that surfactants are present as liquid carriers in amounts of 1% to 
about 90% and that the compositions have a viscosity of less than 
500 centistokes and more preferably less than 50 and most 
preferably 1 to about 20 centistokes. Girardot anticipates each 
and every aspect of the instant invention as claimed by the 
applicant .
